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SAFETY COMMISSION FORMED BY YOUNG ONES 

TOTS. TO BE PROTECTeViN TRAFFIC 


nEDWOOn CITY, Sppt, 18. — 

Redwood City echool children are out to protect themselves. 

Organized as a body for the protection of their younger school¬ 
mates, nine pupils of the Redwood City Intermediate School, rang¬ 
ing in age from 12 to 15 years, have been formulated into a "safety 
commission” here, according to announcement today from the 
offices of A. E. Monteith, principal of the school. 

The commission will work daily as a guard to the ydunger 
children of the school, and is unique in the history of grade 
schools, according to statements here. 

Stationing themselves at street corners near the intermediate 
school and the old grammar school following dismissal of classes 
at the noon hour and after school, the nine members of the safety 
commission are to keep vigil over the younger children, guiding 
them safely through traffic, from corner to oorner.
